I'm writing this letter on 
behall of the residents of Lan: 
caster Drive in Tewksbury, who 
feel that we have been dealt an 
injustice and that our rights as 
law abiding citizens have been 
violated. 

In August of last year, a house 
in our residentially zoned neigh: 
borhood was rented to OMTOOL 
INC., a computer software firm 
This is strictly a commercial 
operation - with owners and 
employees coming in the 
morning to work and leaving, 
sometimes, late into the 
evening. During the day 
delivery trucks of all shapes and 
sizes (Federal Express, UPS. 
Airborne Express, and oc 
casional 18 wheelers) have been 
seen going in and out of there 

Along with the vehicles of the 
workers and clients, they have 
created a serious and dangerous 
traffic hazard to the residents of 
the area - especially younger 
children who have been used to 
playing freely in their front 
yards. 

I shall make note at this time 
that Lancaster Drive is located 
in an acre-zoned, supposedly 
exclusive, and highly assessed 
section of North Tewksbury 
People who purchased homes in 
this area did so on the assump: 
tion that their property values 
would be preserved and they 
would be free of such a situation 

In February of this year, when 
it became apparent that the 
business being run out of 60 
Lancaster Drive was expanding, 
and that the property itself was 
beginning to deteriorate due to 
lack of care by the tenants, a 
spokesman lor the neighborhood 
approached the building in 
spector’s office and the board of 
selectmen with a complaint of a 
blatant zoning violation 

Gat hiaT OP Ba Perition sa 
circulated throughout the neigh 
borhood because nothing had 
been done yet by the town. On 
April 20, after Mr. Granfield, 
our regular building inspector, 
returned from a medical leave 
of absence, a 30 notice of 
violation was issued to OMTOOL 
INC. advising them to be out of 
there by May 20.

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Farmer, health board agree to 
terms in animal license dispute 


In the spirit of compromise, 
Tewksbury Board of Health 
members and local farmer 
Anthony Samsel worked out an 
agreement Monday that could 
lead to permanent measures 
aimed at providing a buffer 
between Samsel's Pleasant 
Street combination greenhouse 
and farm and his neighbor's 
yards. 

However, a plan agreed to 
following a public hearing, calls 
for Samsel to take immediate 
temporary measures to prevent 
his livestock from straying off 
his property and to remove a 
pile of manure stored in his front 
yard 

In addition to those measures, 
Samsel submitted a list of his 
present and proposed livestock 
holdings on an application to 
have his livestock licensed and 
submitted rudimentary plans on 
how he proposes to construct a 


barn and other shelters on the 10 
acres he either owns or rents. 

Although the other measures 
were discussed, the livestock 
seemed to be the main issue 
during the hearing. The health 
board has been trying for 
months to have Samsel to meet a 
local requirement and acquire a 
license for the animals he keeps 
on the farm. But, Samsel has 
frequently claimed that a state 
law protecting farmers from 
any local requirements that 
would hinder his operation 
exempts him from that 
requirement 

However, Samsel on_ his 
license application submitted a 
list of his animals which in. 
cluded a horse, seven goats, six 
sheep, 24 chickens and three 
ducks. He plans to have in the 


ducks.

that the pile will be limed and 
sprayed. He also submitted a 
plan showing where he hopes to 
build a barn, and other items. 

In accepting the information 
Samsel submitted, Lu, in turn, 
withdrew a motion he made to 
ask Samsel to withdraw his 
license application. Lu also 
pulled back from a public threat 
of legal action against Samsel if 
he didn’t meet with the license 
requirement 

Samsel, who said he had 
submitted an application last 
year, listened as his neighbors 
in the early part of the hearing, 


told of their objections to 
granting an animal keeper's 
license. 


None of the resident's claimed 
Samsel was mistreating his 
animals, rather they com 
plained that he was not con 
trolling them 

John Bennett, who spoke 
twice, told of goats, peacocks 
and flocks of animals. He ob: 
jected, he said, to being 
awakened at 5 a.m. by peacocks 
and to the frequent visits he said 
Samsel's goats and chickens pay 
to his yard 

Shirley Grantield told of 
ducks, geese and chickens that 
get free from Samsel's farm and 
cross the sti to get into her 
yard 

Other residents told the board. 


they objected to the smell of the 
manure pile 

Chairman Jack Lu defined the 
real issue as being the issuance 
of a license to keep animals. He 
described Samsel as being a 
person who came in with several 
citations proclaiming that 
because he was a farmer he was 
exempt from the local 
requirement that all persons 
keeping animals acquire “a 
license. Moments before the 
meeting, Lu said, Samsel had 
decided to submit the ap. 
plication for a license 

Robert Greenleal, former 
appeals board chairman 
himself a keeper of animals, telt 
that the health board should be 
supported. He described cases 
at which he had presided con 
cerning the keeping o! animals 
such as horses 
reenleaf charged that 
Samsel had been using a daily 
newspaper “for personal 
gains."" Greenleat, without 
commenting further, said that a 
statement Samsel made to the 
paper “was just ridiculous. 

James F. Slattery of the 
Massachusetts Farm Bureau 
was one who spoke in support of 
Samsel. There were con 
versations about authority, and 
zoning with Lu ruling that 
ownership of the land, which 
was discussed, was not an issue 
Samsel, he said, could be ren: 
tiny 


msel objected to what was 
termed a “public hearing.” But 
Lu responded, his board had to 
meet in public. To grant the 
license in a non-public hearing 
would be, he said, a violation of 
the law

There was a special meeting of the Wilmington School Committee on Ma The 
sole purpose of the meeting was to discuss end of the year purchases through the 
use of surplus funds. This year’s budget yields a $51,000 surplus. Ordinarily, this 
money would not be of such intense interest, but this year, the board of selectmen 
has asked that the Wilmington School Committee return excess monies to help 
defray the repair cost of the Shawsheen School's septic system 

Cafeteria tables, needed badly at the North Intermediate, were purchased 
through the cafeteria revolving account. The $9,000 appropriated for this would 
replace original furniture (20 years old) or discarded tables from the West In 
termediate currently used at the North 

The School Committee rejected the business manager's request for $4,000 to pur- 
chase telephones at the Shawsheen School that are presently being leased by the 
school department 

Committeeman Robert Peterson emphatically said that he felt any purchase

“Forty-second Street’’ was 
Broadway's answer to Horatio 
Alger when it first appeared on 
the giant screen in 1933, Based on 
the book by Bradford Ropes. 
“42nd Street” is the by-now 
familiar story of the smali-town 
girl who comes to the Big City (in 
this case, New York) in pursuit of 
her dream (in this case, a part in 
a Broadway musical) and, after 
hardship and adversity exceeds 
her goals (in this case. by landing 
the starring role) 

Some 50 years later, “42nd 
Street’ has made a comeback in 
a place where it rightly belongs 
on stage. David Merrick 
reintroduced the song and dance 

° on Broadway a few years 

and it has been packing 
them in ever since. The first 
touring group from that smash hit 
is now in Boston, where they're 
performing at the Shubert 
Theatre. 


‘Forty-second Street” is a big 
bawdy Broadway musical in the 
tradition of all the old, big, bawdy 

ay musicals. There are 
colossal dance numbers, glittering 
costumes, and enough familiar 
tunes to set your toes a-tappin 
Some of the sets, most especially 
in S 5 the “Dames 
number, brilliant, others. 
however, were much less inspir 
ing 

Therefore, if it’s the dancing 
costumes, and familiar little dit 
ties that make a musical for you 

42nd Street" is your cup of tea 


Unfortunately, the story, although 
the original. is rather dull. and by 
the halfway point in the first act 
everyone knows what's going to 
happen. Probably earlier if you 
saw the movie 


Clare Leach is Peggy Sawyer 
the naive hopeful from Allentown. 
Pa. who arrives in New York to 
make a name for herself on 
Broadway. It is the middle of the 
Depression, and Julian Marsh 
(played by Barry Nelson). the 
legendary Broadway producer, is 
launching a last-ditch effort to 
recoup his losses on Wall Street 
The musical, “Pretty Ladies.” is 
being financed by Abner Dillon, a 
wealthy southerner who appar 
ently wasn’t affected by the 
collapse of the stock exchange 
Dorothy Brock (Dolores Gray) 
an aging star. is cast in the lead 
role if for no other reason than 
she is dating Dillon (J.Frank 
Lucas). On the sly. however, she 
is continuing a torrid love-affair 
with her former vaudeville 
partner, Pat Denning (Randy 
Phillips). Those are the main 
characters. Not exactly "General 
Hospital” material 


Anyway, through a series of 
misunderstandings and accidents 
Sawyer manages to work her way 
into the chorus line, is promptly 
fired after drawing the ire of 
Brock, and then comes back to 
take the starring role in the 
production to save the show 

Forty-second St can thank 
its choreographer and costume 
designer for its longevity, because 
obviously the story ijself isn't 
worth the current revival 

This is a happy 
everything-works-out-in-the-end 
show that, no doubt. the majority 
of people seeing it will thoroughly 
enjoy. If you're not a dancing fan 
however, don’t expect the plot to 
keep your interest up. “Forty 
second Street” should be seen 
with the idea that it is a spectacle 
first, and a story second, firmly in 
mind
